Red Digital Display — makes the 
clock easy to read, day or night. 


WARNING: To reduce the risk of 
fire or shock hazard, do not ex- 
pose this product to rain or mois- 
ture. 


Alarm — lets you wake to either the ra- 
dio or a buzzer. 

Sleep Timer — plays the radio for up to 
2 hours then automatically turns it off. 

Battery Backup — keeps the clock and 
alarm running for up to 8 hours if power 
is disconnected or interrupted (even 
though the display does not light). 

Snooze — silences the alarm and sets 
it to sound again in about 9 minutes, so 
you can get a few extra minutes of 
sleep.

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PREPARATION 


CONNECTING TO AC 
POWER 

Plug the clock radio’s power cord Into a 
standard AC outlet. If the back-up bat- 
tery Is dead or not Installed, the display 
flashes 12 : 00 when the radio Is first 
plugged In or when power Is restored 
after an Interruption. 


INSTALLING A BACK-UP 
BATTERY 

To keep the clock running during a 
power failure, Install a 9-volt battery 
(not supplied). For the best perfor- 
mance, we recommend a RadloShack 
alkaline battery. 

To prevent unnecessarily running down 
the back-up battery, Install the battery 
after you plug In the power cord. 

The clock display does not light when 
AC power Is off, but the backup battery 
keeps the clock and alarm setting for up 
to 8 hours and powers the alarm (buzz- 
er or radio) for up to 10 minutes. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the 
required size and recommended type. 


Follow these steps to Install the back- 
up battery. 

1 . Press In the tab on the battery 
compartment cover and pull up on 
the cover to remove It. 


2. Snap the battery onto the wire ter- 
minals and place It In the compart- 
ment. 


3. Replace the cover. 

When the display flashes, replace the 
battery and reset the clock. (The dis- 
play also flashes when power Is re- 
stored after an Interruption and the 
back-up battery Is dead or not In- 
stalled).

• Always remove an old or weak bat- 
tery. Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can destroy electronic parts. 

• Dispose of an old battery promptly 
and properly. Do not burn or bury 
It. 
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OPERATION 


SETTING THE TIME 2. Set BAND to FM or AM. 


3. Slide POWER to ON. 


1. While you hold down TIME, repeat- 
edly press HOUR. The hour 
advances by 1 with each press. 
(Hold down HOUR to rapidly 
advance the hour.) 

Note: An indicator appears on the 
display’s upper left for PM hours. 


4. Rotate VOLUME to a 
sound level. 

5. Rotate TUNING to 
desired station. 


2. While you hold down TIME, repeat- 
edly press MINUTE. The minutes 
advance by 1 with each press. 
(Hold down MINUTE to rapidly 
advance the minutes.) 


PLAYING THE RADIO 

1 . Rotate VOLUME to the left until it 
stops to turn down the radio’s vol- 
ume.

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Notes: 

• For the best AM reception, rotate 
the clock radio (the AM antenna 
is built-in). 

• For the best FM reception, fully 
extend the AC power cord (the 
power cord is the FM antenna). 

6. To turn off the radio, slide POWER to 

OFF. 


USING THE SLEEP TIMER 

The sleep timer lets you set the radio to 
play for up to 2 hours, then automatical- 
ly turn off. This is useful if you want to 
let the radio play as you go to sleep. 


To play the radio for the maximum 
of 2 hours: 

a. Field down SLEEP The display 
shows 0:59. 

b. While you hold SLEEP, press 
HOUR once. The time increases 
to 1 hour, 59 minutes. 

To play the radio for between 1 
and 2 hours: 

a. Hold down SLEEP The display 
shows 0:59. 

b. While you hold SLEEP, press 
HOUR once. The time increases 
to 1 hour, 59 minutes. 

c. While still holding SLEER re- 
peatedly press MINUTE. The 
minutes decrease by 1 with 
each press. 

3. To have the radio stop playing 
before the sleep time has elapsed, 
press SNOOZE. 


1 . Turn off the radio by sliding ALARM/ 
AUTO/OFF/ON to OFF. 

2. Follow these guidelines to set the 
sleep timer to the desired time. 

To play the radio for 1 hour, press 
SLEEP once. 

To play the radio for less than 1 
hour: 

a. Hold down SLEEP. The display 
shows 0 : 59. 

b. While you hold SLEEP, repeat- 
edly press MINUTE. The minutes 
decrease by 1 with each press. 
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USING THE ALARM To turn off the alarm before it auto- 

matically stops, slide POWER to OFF. 



Using SNOOZE 


1 . Slide POWER to OFF. 

2. While you hold down ALARM, 
repeatedly press HOUR to set the 
hour. 

3. While you hold down ALARM, 
repeatedly press MINUTE to set the 
minute. 

To see what time the alarm is set to, 
press ALARM. 

Once you set the alarm, you must set it 
to sound with either a buzzer or by hav- 
ing the radio play. 

To set the alarm so the buzzer sounds, 
slide POWER to ALARM. 


To temporarily silence the buzzer or 
radio alarm for 9 minutes, press 
SNOOZE. The alarm automatically 
sounds again after 9 minutes. 


You can repeat this indefinitely. To 
stop snooze, slide POWER to OFF. 


To set the alarm so the radio turns on, 
slide POWER to AUTO. (Be sure the radio 
is tuned to the desired station.) 

An alarm indicator appears on the dis- 
play’s lower left when the alarm is set to 
sound. 


At the set time, the alarm sounds. It au- 
tomatically turns off after 2 hours. 

To adjust the alarm’s volume, rotate 

VOLUME.

To enjoy your Optimus AM/FM Clock 
Radio for a long time: 

• Keep the clock radio dry. If it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the clock radio only 
in normal temperature environ- 
ments. 

• Handle the clock radio gently and 
carefully. Don’t drop it. 

• Use only a fresh battery of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Keep the clock radio away from 
dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the clock radio with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it look- 
ing new. 

Modifying or tampering with the clock 
radio’s internal components can cause 
a malfunction and might invalidate its 
warranty and void your FCC authoriza- 
tion to operate it. If your clock radio is 
not performing as it should, take it to 
your local RadioShack store for assis- 
tance.

• connecting your clock radio to an 
outlet that is on a different electrical 
circuit from the receiver 

• contacting your local RadioShack 
store for help 

If you cannot eliminate the interference, 
the FCC requires that you stop using 
your clock radio.
